As such the claimed mutant bacteria and method of making 
them by disrupting a lactate dehydrogenase-encoding gene (IdhA), a pyruvate formate- 
lyase-encoding gene (pfl), a phosphotransacetylase-encoding gene (pta) and an 
acetate kinase-encoding gene (ackA) are novel and non-obvious.
